Anything 
in better than the existing state of uncer- 
tainty which if allowed to continue will 
surely beget stagnation. It is gratifying 
to know that the entente eoiditde between 
the two governments has not been di> 
turbed by tho hitch in the negotiations, 
and that it is not likely to be. 



HA IL IV A Y PROGRESS— THE 
TURE OF OUR TRAFFIC.

Somo years ago when prophecies were 
made by railway magnates that in 1883 
the Northern Pacific railway would be 
completed from end to end, people gene- 
rally were disposod to think that the mag- 
nitude of the work was such that the ac- 
tual fulfilment ot the prediction within so 
brief a time was scarcely within the range 
of possibility. We must confess that at 
that time it appealed to us that our 
neighbors were indulging in illusory an - 
ticipations and were amusing themselves 
in true Gascon fashion by blowing their 
trumpet somewhat louder than the then 
condition of the Northern Pacific railway 
company appeared to justify. Facts, 
however, are stubborn things; and al- 
though it may be true, as lieeclier says, 
"that live Yankees talk so loud occasion- 
ally that you can hear them tooting their 
horns across i lie falls of Niagara," it is 
equally true that they display an energy 
and enterprise which discounts anything 
on this side of the line. The vigor and 
push with which the Northern Pacific 
railway company lias rushed construction 
at both ends and built half across tho con- 
tinent, whilst the Dominion has been ex- 
ercising itsolf as to whether it will con 
struct tho Esquimalt to Nanaimo railway 
an a government work, or hand it over to 
a company, is something of which our en- 
terprising neighbors may well be proud. 
From recent exchanges we learn that only 
about one hundred and fifty miles of the 
rocky mountain division remain to be 
liiiished to give through communication 
between St. Paul and Portland. Of this 
short remaining distance over half is al- 
ready graded ready for the rails; and the 
Mullen and Bozeman tunnels, each over 
3500 feet long, are nearly through, al- 
though only commenced last autumn. 
Considering what great things have been 
accomplished by the Northern Pacific 
railway company and what little now re- 
mains to be done, there is not the slight- 
eat ronsoii to doubt the completion of the 
vWiolo lino by September next, as contem- 
plated. The Northern Pacific railway 
company through powerful companies as- 
sociated with itself evidently intends to 
control all the northern trade, which 
heretofore has materially swelled tho traf- 
fic of the Central Pacific railway com- 
pany and helped tobuildupSan Francisco. 
The steamers running between San 
Francisco and Portland, San Francisco 
and Victoria and Puget Sound, between 
Puget Sound and Victoria, and in the 
Alaskan trade, all run in the interest of 
and act as feeders to the Northern Pacific. 
The company means business and a large 
one at that, and wherever goods are to be 
moved or passengers carried it at once 
supplies all necessary facilities. It not 
only shows itself prepared to provide for 
the trade at present existing, but it dis- 
plays admirable enterprise in its efforts 
to develop it into greater dimensions. 
The new steamers expected on this coast 
in September, built especially to run 
tlaily between Seattle and Victoria as 
oooii as tho Northern Pacific railway is 
through, show that the company intends 
to divert eastern freight for British Col- 
umbia over its line. The custom house 
returns demonstrate that more than nine- 
t.onths of the trade of British Columbia 
centres at Victoria, and that it is a trade 
already large and important, and rapidly 
growing year by year. If the merchants 
of this city are met in a liberal spirit by 
the Northern Pacific company there is no 
doubt whatever that they will transfer 
their freight from the east to the company 
10 handle. We understand its intention 
is to have the same tariff of rates from 
the east to Tacoma and Seat tle as to Port 
land. The distance is but short between 
Seattle and Victoria; far less than from 
Portland to Seattle, and we therefore can 
reasonably ask to be placed on the same 
footing as Puget Sound ports. Victoria 
merchants as a body are practical people, 
and if treated liberally would just as soon 
Kive tlieir eastern freight to the Northern 
Pacific company as to the Canadian Pa 
cific company . For trade purposes the 
latter is scarcely worth mentioning at 
present. It is too far off; somewhere 
over on the other side of the Rocky 
mountains in the great Northwest torri- 

rfyftBhcioU^ 

shown a disposition to help the growth 
of this city or the development of 
Vancouver island. It will probably put 
in an appearance "in the sweet bye and 
bye." In the meantime the Northern 
Pacific company, which has given Victo 
ria increased means of communication, 
and intends shortly to improve them, has 
only to act liberally in fares and freights 
to obtain our trade now and to secure it 
against all comers in the future.

Of these, 81,033 In- 
dians are living on reserved land. They 
cultivate 07,500 acres of land, and own 
14,955 horses, 0,708 cows, 1,55- oxen, 
2,000 sheep, 0,183 pigs, etc. Last year 
they raised 300,000 bushels of grain, and 
'200,000 bushels of potatoes. Great en 
couragement has been given to the gov- 
ernment to assist the Indians with all 
kinds of agricultural implements and 
teach them the best methods of dealing 
with their stock and arable land. And 
the Indians, have been so quick to learn 
that nothing like the same government 
expenditure will be henceforth required 
Enterprising Indians are now found who 
catch up eagerly now inventions, and imi- 
tate all the experiments which have boon 
tried with success by their more civilized 
neighbors. The extermination of the 
wild man before the higher race has al- 
ways been a dark blot on the civilized es- 
cutcheon. Perhaps with more patience, 
and let us add, humanity, we may turn 
over a new leaf in our dealings with the 
savage. We may incorporate him, raise 
him socially, industrially, morally, and 
instead of teaching him, as we have hith- 
erto done, all our vices, impart to him 
some of those? virtues and arts by which 
he may become an independent citizen of 
a larger and freer community than any 
his forefathers ever dreamed of. — AVAn.
